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Note. — A manuscript copy of this Report was put into the 
hands of a Member of the Vaudois Synod, on the 8 h May 1865, to 
be read at the Annual Meeting about to take place at that period. 

On the 26 th August, I received, after making four applications, 
the Report of the Synod, held on the 16 h , 17 h , 18 ,h and 19 h May. 

I expected to find some mention made of my Report to the 
' Table Vaudoise; " instead of which, 1 found the following paragraphs : 

Art. XL — Le Synode recommande nonvcllement a la Tablo le reglenicnt 
d^finitif de tout ce qui concerne la Colonic du Rosario ct les rapports du Rev. Pen- 
dleton avec cettc Colonie.

La Table fait connaltre a PAsscmblee le tableau dus entrees et sor- 
ties dresse" par M. r Pendleton, qui s'est decide enfin, quoiqu'avec beaucoup de 
repugnance, a donner le compte-rondu deraande par le Synode de Tan dernier et 
par celui de 1863; — et exprima en meme temps l'opinion qu'il est inutile de 
demander da vantage et qu'il faut en rester la. II se trouve encore 18,500 franc* 
entre les mains du Re>. Pendleton. 

In common justice to myself, I deem it right to publish th 
Report I handed to the " Table Vaudoise. '

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REPORT ON THE WALDENSIAH COLONY, 

SITUATED AT THE ROSAIUO ORIENTAL, 

REPUBLIC OP THE URUGUAY. 



To the " Table Vaudoise. " 

Bear Sirs and Brethren in Christ. 

It is now over seven years that I have incessantly and ear- 
nestly laboured in behalf of your Brethren and Co-religionists 
who emigrated at different periods from your Valleys, to 
seek a home on the distant shores of the River Plate. 

My personal knowledge of them commenced in 1857, in 
times of great tribulation, and for nearly two years,they were 
under my own immediate care. In 1859, I left the River Plate 
for England, having formed a plan, whereby I might perma- 
nently establish them in the country of their adoption, and 
raise them from penury to plenty. How far I have been suc- 
cessful, the following paragraph from the " Liverpool Cou- 
rier, * of the 17" May, 1864, will testify. 

" The Waldenses in the West. 

■ In April, 18G0, the Rev. F. H. S. Pendleton, formerly British 
Chaplain at Monte Video, made an appeal to some of the 
commercial houses in Liverpool, connected with the River 
Plate, for assistance on behalf of a colony of VValdenses which 
he had founded in the South American province of Uruguay. 
The Hev. gentleman has also given to the public, from time 
to time, statements respecting the advancement made by the 
little band in the formation of the settlement, to found which, 
they left their native land, their altars, and their homes. In- 
dependently, however, of M r Pendleton's testimony, an indivi- 
dual has visited the Waldensian colony, and his evidence is 
valuable, as he can have no interested motive in publishing a 
record of what has come under his own observation, being, so 
far as can be ascertained, unconnected with the Waldenscs, and 
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unkown to M' Pendleton. In a pamphlet recently published, 
called " Narrative of facts touching emigration to the River 
Plate, * the writer shows the steady progress made by the 
Waldensian colony. He says: 

" A small village, called " la Paz, n has been laid out, and 
building lots set apart for artisans of all kinds. This flourish- 
ing colony has its Protestant pastor, its schoolmaster, and 
its Christian burial ground. Happiness, contentment, and pro- 
sperity are everywhere visible, and its population lias increased 
to 600 souls. 

" From historical associations alone, there is something 
interesting to the English mind in watching the progress ot 
this Waldensian colony. 

" These people are well qualified by their honesty, earnest- 
ness, and industry, to influence beneficially the condition of 
any country in which they may settle, and it is to be hoped 
that, this new Israel of the Uruguay, may prove as useful 
in their new home, as were of old their ancestors of the Israel 
of the Alps, who fearlessly held up the torch of truth — else- 
where all but extinguished — and protested even unto death, 
against the errors by which they were surrounded. 

' The colony is limited for the present to agricultural 
pursuits; the colonists, partly from choice, partly from neces- 
sity, subsisting almost exclusively on the products of the soil, 
obtained, it may be said, by the labour of their hands, for as 
yet, they have but few of the implements and appliances that 
mechanical skill lias furnished to the modern agriculturist. 
These desirable facilities must, in their case, await the ac- 
cumulation of capital. 

■ Their dwellings are of the most humble grade, the com- 
mon rancho of those countries, with its mud walls and thatch- 
ed roof, distinguished, however, by an order and a cleanliness 
that shows what may be done in favour of comfort and respect- 
ability by the hand of persevering industry. As yet, the lux- 
ury of brick and mortar is confined to the cemetery, which 
is walled round, with a neat iron gate. 

" The first glance at their domain, with its sub-divisions, 
fences, and its patches of wheat, barley, maize, potatoes, etc ; 
conveys the grateful impression of :i progressive civilisa- 
tion. 
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" It is the .dawning of a new era for those countries, and 
we are fairly entitled to anticipate results of the highest im- 
portance to the colonist and to the community at large. " 

In this Report, I need not touch upon the circumstances 
and difficulties necessarily attending upon the gathering to- 
gether and consolidating, even so small a number as 260 per- 
sons, men, women, and children, scattered over the country 
of the Banda Oriental, and nearly every one of them in great 
pecuniary distress. I need not touch on this subject, I say, as 
a complete history of the origin and progress of the Colony 
is now in hand, and will be put before the Public at an early 
date. I shall, therefore, for the present, confine myself to simple 
facts, so far as they refer to the 8."' Art. of " Actes da Sy- 
node de V Eglise Vaudoise, 1863. 9 

In that Article, you demand an account of the moneys re- 
ceived by me in behalf of the Waldensian Colony, also infor- 
mation respecting the actual position of the Colonists; a re- 
quest I acknowledge to be most reasonable. 

After that Article had been issued, I promised you a Report. 

A delay of one year took place; and no Report was sent 
in by me. 

I shall not stop here to justify my apparent negligent 
conduct. 

Your Synod sat again in May, 1864, and amongst other 
Articles drawn up on that occasion, and afterwards published, 
mv attention was called to Art. 17, in which you withdraw 
from me your Order (Mandat) to collect funds in the name 
of the " Waldensian Table " for the benefit of the Colony. 

At this point, however, I must make some remarks upon 
what I presume to be an oversight on your part in mention- 
ing, and which, I never considered to be necessary on my 
part to possess, in order to raise funds to carry out my plans 
for the colony, namely, your Order or " Mandat, " which, if 
written at the Synod of 1850, and ordered to be given or sent 
to me, never fell into my hands, and for five years, I collected 
money from personal friends and from strangers, without the 
least knowledge of my requiring any " Mandat " for so doing; 
until my attention was drawn to it by a letter from the Sy- 
nod of 1864, dated the 2." 1 of June, and a paragraph which 
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appeared in the " Evangelical Christendom, " written hy the 

Florence Correspondent of that publication. 

This was the first time I heard of the ■ Mandat. * 

It is true that, at the close of the Synod of 1859, a letter 

of thanks was put into my hand, consisting of three Articles, 

16, 17, and 26, passed at the aforesaid Synod, to which I call 
your attention ; but I do not find in that letter any authority 
granted me by the * Table Vaudoise " to collect funds, neither 
was the said letter ever made use of by me for that purpose, 
as I looked upon it solely as a grateful acknowledgment for 
my past services, as well as for those I purposed devoting to 
the colony in the future, and the fund I succeeded in raising, was 
obt lined on my own responsibility. 

The following is a copy of the letter given to me in 1859.

With this Report, I hand you a statement of the sums of 
money received and disbursed i>y me during the years 185'J, 
1860, 1861, 1862, 1863, and 1864 ; also a Balance Sheet, by which 
you will see that my receipts have been Lst. 4213. 11. 0, and my 
disbursements amount to Lst. 3473. 4. 4, leaving a balance in 
favour of the Colony of Lst. 740. 6. 8; of this latter sum, Lst. 500, 
will be appropriated towards building the church in the Colony, 
a desire expressed by numerous contributors to my fund, — 
the cost of the church, I am informed by persons on the spit, 
can be contracted for, for Lst. 700. — The sum of Lst. 240. 6. 8, 
is in my possession, and will be applied to purposes indicated 
in the Balance Sheet. 

I now offer you some explanations respecting the alteration 
of my scheme as proposed to you at the Synod of 1859, on 



which occasion you were led to suppose that, I purposed rais- 
ing Lst. 3000, for the following objects ; namely, the purchase 
of land, erecting a church, and placing the remainder of the 
sum raised, at interest, for the maintenance of the Pastor and 
Schoolmaster. Such, indeed, was my intention in May, 1859, 
and remained so uutil the month of March, 1860, when I 
found it absolutely necessary, in order to establish the colony 
on a firm basis, to abandon my original plan and to adopt 
a new one. For your information, let me add that, had I suc- 
ceeded in raising Lst. 3000, by the end of 1859, and had the 
contributors insisted upon the carrying out of my tirst plan, 
the scheme for benefitting your poor brethren would have 
failed, for there would have been no Waldensian Colony in 
existence at the present day — unless one of slaves — to 
benefit by the endowment. I say this advisedly, for I possess 
documents and letters which will bear out my statement ; and 
my own experience in the matter, derived from a visit to the 
Colony in 1862, would justify the assertion. 

But I did not succeed in raising the sum of Lst. 3000, the 
first year. If you will look to the statement of receipts for 1859, 
you will see that by the end of December, I had received only 
Lst. 273. 16. 0, and the expenditure incurred to make known 
my object, amounted to Lst. 131. 15. 0, leaving a balance at 
the close of the year, of Lst. 142. 1. 0. With this sum I could 
not accomplish much towards furthering my first scheme. By the 
end of the year, I860, my receipts amounted to Lst. 2175. 19. 5, 
and my disbursements to Lst. 623. 12. 7, leaving a balance of 
Lst. 1552. 6. 10, which with the balance of the previous year, 
made Lst. 1694. 7. 10, a little more than half the sum I consi- 
dered requisite to carry out the endowment scheme. 

I shall now draw your attention to the cause which led 
me to make an alteration in my original plan as understood 
by you, and those who contributed to the fund in Edinburgh 
and Glasgow. 

It was during the early part of 1860, that I perceived the 
necessity of abandoning my first idea, and forming a second 
plan, in order to ensure a larger portion of pecuniary success 
than 1 had hitherto been favoured with. 

I give the following reasons. 1° — The Waldensian colony 
had by this time (1860) taken root. It consisted of about 260 
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souls. From my knowledge and experience of camp (the inte- 
rior) life in the country where your Brethren have located 
themselves, I felt the necessity — ay, the responsibility which 
hung over me, of not leaving these Colonists without a Pastor, 
to superintend their spiritual wants, and a Schoolmaster to 
instruct their children. You will perhaps recollect that my 
first visit to your Valleys, was to attend the Synod, held in 
May, 1859 ; that my visit had a twofold object ; the one, to 
make myself known to you and to make a statement of my 
plans; the other, to select a Pastor willing to take the spiri- 
tual charge of the newly founded Colony. A Monsieur Morel, 
of the Parish of Rora, presented himself, was accepted, and 
appointed to the Colony. I had to provide Lst. 160, for travel- 
ing expenses and passage money to Monte Video, for himself, 
wife, and family. This sum was sent to him at Rora. in Februa- 
ry, 1860. 

You are aware that, a stipend of Lst. 200, per annum, was 
promised him on his arrival at the Colony, a sum I afterwards 
found to be too large for the duties then required of a Pastor, 
whilst the Colony was in its infancy; but as the promise had 
been made to supply him with that annual amount, and not 
to give rise to any disappointment on his part, no alteration 
was made. 

My next desire was to send a Schoolmaster. This was ac- 
complished in November of the same year. M. r J. Costabel. 
one of your Schoolmasters employed at Genoa, accepted the 
office. His outfit and passage money amounted to Lst. 60, with 
the promise of Lst. 100 per annum, for his services at the Co- 
lony. By this time, I found that I had engaged to furnish 
Lst. 300, per annum, at the very commencement, so to speak, 
of my entering upon my self-imposed mission of raising 
the sum I mentioned to you at the Synod of 1859, namely, 
Lst. 3000. This brings me to put before you the 2. nd reason 
why I deviated from my first plan. 

2.° — In a former part of this Report, I mentioned that 
at the end of the year, 1859, I had a balance in favour of 
the Colony, of Lst. 142. 1.0. If you will look to my cash state- 
ment of the year. I860, you will find that, by the month of 
February, I had received Lst. 359.3. 1, which with the former 
balance of Lst. 142. 1. 0. made Lst. 501. 4. 1. — With this sum I 
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had to meet engagements entered into for Lst. 420. 0. 0, trusting 
to further contributions to meet further expenditure; for al- 
though I had issued several hundred circulars, and put forth 
numerous advertisements relating to the Colony, my object had 
not taken root with the general public. 

It was at this time that I visited Manchester and Liver- 
pool, two important commercial cities ; and having been for- 
merly Foreign Office Chaplain at Monte Video, my name and 
position were not unknown to the various houses connected 
in business with those of the River Plate. 

I commenced operations for raising funds at Manchester, 
in the month of February, 1860, and having paid a flying visit 
in the meantime to Liverpool, to consult with the members 
of several Commercial houses in that city. I foresaw that the 
pecuniary result of my mission in both cities would be a failure, 
if I adhered to my plan of endowment, but that substantial 
support would be forthcoming from the merchants, if I would 
place the Colony on a sound and permanent footing — enlarge 
its operations — and render it independent and selfsupporting. 

This was the beginning of the alteration in my plans, of 
which you now complain. 

The failure or success of my scheme for the Colony. I felt 
to be on my own shoulders, and to my own judgment 1 com- 
mitted the burden. The future, I trust, will dissipate the por- 
tentous cloud which has overshadowed my operations since 
my return from the Colony in August, 1862. From that time, 
difficulties and opposition arose, false statements were written 
to your " Table, " by a person, whose position in the Colony 
should have led him to act otherwise ; these and other combi- 
nations, which I hoped time would overcome and settle, led to 
my silence in 1863, expecting from month to month to receive 
intelligence from the Colony that would enable me to place 
before you a finished work. 

Having digressed a little from the report of my operations 
at Manchester, I now return to it. 

•The following circular was drawn up and sent to the va- 
rious leading houses at Manchester. 
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The Waldenses as Colonists in South America. 

" We request the favour of your attending a Private meet- 
ing in the Mayor's Parlour (by the kind permission of Ivie 
Mackie, Esq.), on Wednesday, the 29 '' inst; at half-past Two 
o' clock, to hear a statement by the Rev. F. H. S. Pendleton, 
late British Chaplain at Monte Video, on the history and pre- 
sent circumstances of a Protestant Colony of Waldenses re- 
cently established in the neighbourhood of that city. " 
Manchester, 25 February, 1800. 

Here follow the signatures of 11 gentlemen of high 
standing in the Commercial world at Manchester. 

The Meeting took place, and the following resolution was 
moved, seconded, and passed unanimously: 

"At a private meeting held in the Mayor's Parlour, Town 
Hall, on Wednesday Afternoon, February 29"' , I860, for the 
purpose of hearing a statement by the Rev. F. H. S. Pen- 
dleton, late British Chaplain at Monte Video, on the history 
and present circumstances of a Protestant Colony of Walden- 
ses recently established in the neighbourhood of that city ; the 
following Resolution was moved by Robert Gardner, Esq. , se- 
conded by R. W. Cailcnder, Esq., and passed unanimously: 
" That this Meeting having heard M r Pendleton's comprehen- 
sive, luminous, and satisfactory statement, desire to support him 
in his noble and disinterested attempt, and to commend his 
appeal to their fellow citizens. " 

Had I brought forward at this meeting, solely my Church 
endowment fund, I apprehend the sympathy and support 
experienced at Manchester towards my scheme, would have 
been comparatively small, whereas, on my departure for Liver- 
pool, I handed over to the Treasurer, the sum of Lst. G29, 4, 0, 
and by additional contributions subsequently, I had the grati- 
fication of finding the amount had reached to Lst. 069, 0, 5. 

I now pass on to my oj>erations in Liverpool. The same 
deep interest was taken there in my scheme as at Manchester. 

My first six contributions amounted to Lst. 120. This would 
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not have 1)een the case for a Church endowment fund. At my 
departure, I left in the hands of my Liverpool Treasurer. 
Lst. 333, 6, 0, and when I closed the account, the sum amount- 
ed to Lst. 389, 16, 7. 

By this time, April, 1860, contributions from Edinburgh 
and Glasgow, amounted to Lst. 453, 3, 6, which sum was remitted 
to me ; and I am ready to acknowledge that, when I made my 
appeal to the friends of the Waldenses in Scotland, in No- 
vember, 1859, they contributed towards my first scheme, name- 
ly, Purchasing land, Building a Church, and Endowment fund. 
Here I must be permitted to say that, the only expressions of 
dissatisfaction which have ever reached me, called forth by 
the alteration of my first plan, came from that quarter in 1863. 
after my return from the colony in 1862. 

But I have not so entirely altered my original scheme as 
the following will show : land has been purchased, a Church 
will be built, and the endowment, or assuring the perpetual 
maintenance of the Pastor and School-master will eventually 
be carried out. The latter important object would have been 
so already, but for the opposition put forth by Pastor Morel 
to frustrate my plans, whose ministerial services have been 
rather a hinderance to the progress and welfare of the Colo- 
nists than otherwise. 

In your Synodical Reports of 1863, and 1864, you express 
your anxiety for the spiritual welfare of your Brethren at the 
Colony. This is but right. On my part, since 1857, my feel- 
ings have been the same ; and the very fact of my immediately 
setting to work on my arrival in England in 1859, to raise 
funds to send off both a Pastor and a Schoolmaster to the 
Colony, will, I think, bear testimony to my earnestness and 
anxiety in the matter. But I presume to say that I am more 
practical than you are. In having the spiritual welfare of 
your Brethren at heart, I did not lose sight of their temporal 
prosperity, for many of them, have been enabled to -purchase 
additional holdings of 72 acres to enlarge their property, and 
this out of their earnings and savings, since I formed the Co- 
lony. Even Pastor Morel has not done badly in obtaining a 
fair portion of this world's goods. He poss^ses a farm of 72 
acres in freehold, the true and lawful title deed of which, I 
! unfortunately) insisted upon being made over to him. 
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His form in 18G2, was well stocked with cattle and horses 
and other domestic quadrupeds and bipeds ; his corn fields 
looked flourishing; his crops promising; and the « tout en- 
semble » bespoke a very respectable position and condition for 
a Pioneer Pastor of a young and poor Colony. 

Bear in mind, this little sketch is not overdrawn ; you will 
recollect that I was on the spot in 1802. Although a species 
of guerilla warfare has existed in the country of the Uruguay 
for the last two years, it has not affected much the Colony; so all 
the good things on Pastor Morel's little farm, must have in- 
creased. The following paragraph from a letter written by a 
gentleman now in Paris, who resided formerly near the Wal- 
densian Colony, gives me some pleasing information on their 
prosperity, which, otherwise, would have been kept from me, 
as Pastor Morel has declared in public — after Divine Service — 
on a Sunday — that he would excommunicate any person 
who wrote to Europe, imparting information on the Colony; • 
this will account for the following paragrah: 

« Paris, ce 11 Avril, 1865. 
Mon cher Monsieur Pendleton, 



II doit etre penible pour vous, de ne pas etre renseigne plus 
frequemment sur la situation de votre creation. Je ne sais pas 
non plus comment se portent les Vaudois, mais j'ai des avis 
de la Colonie Suisse, et a ce qu'il parait, ils auront fait une 
magnifique recolte, aussi bien en ble qu'en mais. La tranquil- 
lite la plus parfaite y regnait a la derniere date. » 

The Swiss Colony is situated on the borders of the Wal- 
densian territory, and the latter being the better soil, it is to 
be presumed that, the harvest this year has turned out well. 
In this, Pastor Morel comes in for his share of prosperity. Had 
he felt half the anxiety for, — had he taken the same interest 
in, — the spiritual welfare of his poorer Brethren and the 
flock committed to his charge, as he has displayed for the 
temporal welfare of his own belongings, you and I would have 
heard no murmurings, — no difficulties would have reached 
our ears concerning the annual payment of his stipend by the 
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colonists, who were willing to come to terms, ay and good 
terms too, for the use he was. I speak not of the present 
time, for I know nothing of his pastoral ci\xe and supervision 
of late — for the use he was, I say, to the Colony during my 
sojourn there in 1862. 

Again, I refer back to your Synodical Report of 1864. 1 no- 
tice therein, page 12, a paragraph which I herewith give 
« in extenso. » 

« La Colonie a obtenu par M. Garcia, dont elle a sujet de 
se louer, des avantages considerables, et dernierement encore, 
par son cntremise, la cession dune piece de terrain situee 
dans le village du Rosario, destinee a la construction d'un 
temple. Get edifice est devenu une necessite. Les colons y con- 
tribueraient pour 4, a 5,000 fr.. la societe representee par M. 
Garcia accorderait aussi une subvention. M. Morel demande a 
la Table de venir a son secours pour la concurrence de 9, 
a 10,000 francs. » 

I am overjoyed to find such a sudden and pleasant change 
of feeling on the part of the Colonists towards the gentleman 
above mentioned, and I trust that it will turn out for their 
advantage. On my arrival at the Colony, in 1802, I found 
your poor Brethren in about the same condition as the Chil- 
dren of Israel were under the high and mighty Pharaoh ; and 
Monsieur Garcia and Pastor Morel somewhat on the same 
footing as Pilate and Herod were, before they made friends. 
So well known is this little incident that, I give you another 
short extract from the letter I have just quoted from Paris. 

« Si Ton sait, comme moi, combien Monsieur Morel etait 
irrite contre Monsieur Garcia, on doit s'etonner naturellement

Rather ominous these last words from a person well acquaint- 
ed with the whole history of the Colony: « pourvu que les 
interets des colons ne sonffrent pas de cette harmonie! » 

But why should I trouble you with these circumstances, 
—a few only from at least a hundred that I could bring forth, — 
why, I say, should I trouble you with a detail of these cir- 
cumstances? Because you have seen only one side of the me- 
dal ; but the reverse side shall be forthcoming shortly, which

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1 hope will prove to you, that my dissatisfaction at Pastor 
Morel's conduct, as explained to you by me in November 18f>2, 
was well founded. 

In conclusion. I have a letter by me written by a truthful, 
industrious, and well to-do Colonist, dated January 24. 1864, 
in which he states, « the Colonists are willing to pay 4000 
francs per annum to the Pastor, and 3000 francs per annum 
to the Schoolmaster. » But I believe this arrangement would 
not be conferred upon the present Pastor. I ceased to be answer- 
able for Pastor Morel's stipend of Lst. 200, per annum, since 
June, 1864. 

By the Balance Sheet of my accounts, you will see that he 

has received from me, since February 18G0, to June 18(>4, 

Lst. 1,101. 13. 4, or francs 27.541.

The Church so much needed, would have been commenced 
last year ; but opposition, and other interests I deemed adverse 
to the cause of the Waldenses are my reasons for the delay. 

I have the title-deed in my possession for 30 acres of land, 
purchased by me for the sole use of Church purposes, and 
not one farthing of the money 1 have in hand shall be touched 
for the erection of a building upon any other spot. 

I conclude with one more extract from a letter dated 15 h 
April 180."), written by an English gentleman now in England, 
a proprietor of large tracts of land on both sides of the River 
Plate: he says: « No one who has any stake in that countrv 
(Uruguay) would feel regret if the Brazilians retained pos- 
session of Monte- Video, as this would offer a better guarantee 
and security for property, than any oriental Government ever 
could. »
